The plan of the city government suggested

favorable comment from many

thoughtful fellow-citizens. It Is not lo be 
expected that so radical au improvement can 
be made at present in ruuulug our city af- 
fairs. We do not, lu tact, ever expect to see 
our oily and Its fluauoes mauaged ou purely 
busluess principles. We do, however, hope 
to approximate to a business management, 
and one alep in the rlsht direction would b« 
a change iu the method of electing our City 
Council. Instead of having two Independ- 
ent bodies, as now, elected by precisely the 
same constituency, and holding oftlce for 
precisely the same time, the Board of Alder- 
men might be elected on a general ticket and 
for a term of years, a portion to go out each 
y»nr. The aldermen could ihen, as now, be 
located in the various wards of the city, but 
If they were elected by the votes of all the 
electors they would feel that the Interests of 
the entire city were paramount to the Inter- 
ests of any one waid. In other words there 
would be less olannlahneas In the various 
wards, less "you vote for what my ward 
wants and I will help your ward" business, 
and lees narrow niiodedness generally. In 
our opinion, li the Board of Aldermen wan 
elected on a general ticket the same as the 
Mayor and other city officers are elected, the 
beet men in the city wonkl be willing to go 
Into the board, and when elected would act 
for the interests of Ihe whole olty and not for 
their own particular ward to the detriment 
of other portions of tbe city. - 


The Common Council could be elected by 


the wards, as now, to lookout for the Inter- 
ests of the wards, and there would then be 
some sense IE two iudependent boards.

The lecturer described th" Arctic night, 


rrhioh was never very dark iu clear weather, 
is the moon, the stara and the beautiful 
aurora borealia all teuded to dispel the mid- 
night darkness. 


When the ship was fonnd to be leaking, 


Jan. 19,1880, the men worked knee deep.In 
the ioe water. The Jeanueite drifted during 
the winter, and hnutiug was the principal 
diversion. A singular thing about seals was 
observed. They were very inquisitive. They 
would come up to see the hunter and go 
down. luvariably they would rise the second 
time to gratify their curiosity, and Ibeu was 
found the time to iheot them. Bear-hunting 
was more exoiilng, though the bears would 
always run from man In great terror. They 
were not ferocious except to the dogs. The 
manner in which Ihe Jeanueite went down 
and how ihe Ice cracked under Ihe Captain's 
lent while walling for her to go to her fate 
were vividly described, aud the hardships of 
that terrible retreat over the ice, snow and 
water were told In an inlereallng manner. 
The food and other etTucSn of the Ill-fated 
Jeaunelte, were loaded upon sledges and 
drawn by the men. So heavy wt*e the loads

This was on ing to the northward flow of the 
ice, aud this was the hlghesi latitude reached 
iu the expedition. At length the How chang- 
ed aud Bennett Island was sighted, but tbe 
party was fifteen days going the twenty-five 
miles lo reach it The last seen of the second 
cutter was when Captain Do Long waved his 
hand in the increasing darkness of Sept 13, 
and tlie motion was Uken aa a signal to 
separate. The chart said that there were 9 
arms to the Lena Delta, when Ihere were 
actually 120.

of Ihe original settlers at Pooaesel, as It was 
called by the Indiana, where lh« fint settle 
rueut was made ou the Island of Aquldueok 
The next year his father with a number of 
others founded a selllemeut ai ihe southerly 
part of .the Island, at what la now t'le pres 
entcityof Newport. 'John Coggeshall the 
was about twenty years of age, ana begli 
iiiuR to take an active interest iu the aft>ir 
of the little community, aa hia name aoou be 
gins to apjtear ou the recorda of Ihe oniony 
At the death of liis falher lu 1647, he cam 
in possession of his large esltte, situated I 
tbe lower part of the cityi which to-day re| 
resents some of the mo*.t valuable proper 
iu Newport. In Ihe same year he marrle 
Elizabeth Baulstou, daughter of William 
Portsmouth, a prominent man in the affai 
of lhal place; by I'jls marriage there we 
Ihree children born to them, John and El 
abeth, twins, and William.

auxioua for a new poor-house nor a uew City 
Hall, at least not ot the proportions called 
for in the propositions before the people on 
that day. 
If now the committee ou new 


Asylum will modify their plans, and reduce 
Ihe expense one-half, which can be done and 
still leave an ample sum to build all that the 
city requires, there is no doubt but thai Ihe 
people will vote for the expenditure wilh 
as great unanimity as they voted against It 
on Wednesday. 


As for the City Hall, the proposition, aa we 


showed two weeks ago, was too iurlerluife lo 
receive favor from any one. The following 
is tbe official result of the vote: 


On the propsition: 
1 'Shall the Oity Council be authorized to pur- 
chase land and build a new Asylum for the 
Poor atan expense not to exceed t'lltu Thou- 
sand Dollars, the cost lo be iefrayedby issu- 
Iwi Hands of the Citv."t Tbe vole Blood:
